“During 1968”, says this doctor, “I received $81,726.63 in Medicaid 
payments in Kentucky... .In I960, I received $106,112.06 from the 
same program.” What did the taxpayers get from this doctor for 
the seemingly large sum ? 

This performance has been so close to superhuman. He says, 
“During 1968, I employed 13 nursing assistants and purchased the 
part-time help of 11 moonlighting resident physicians from a uni¬ 
versity hospital. I have oflice hours from 8 a.m. until 9 p.m., seven 
days a week, including Sundays and all holidays. I saw 117 patients 
on Thanksgiving Day an 1960.. .my small clinic maintains a 24-hour 
emergency call service and any injured or seriously ill patients can 
be .seen in sixty seconds after he is brought in the emergency room.” 
This physician's total patient load for 1968 was 50,744 patients. He 
delivered 408 babies. In 1969, the figures were 49,209 patients and 
399 babies. He sees every sick man who walks ip the door. His usual 
bed time is 2 a.m. Patients come to him, not because they have a 
medical card, but in many instances because no othre physician is 
available. 

This doctor’s overhead in 1968 was more than $123,000. In 1969, 
it was $150,000. The Medicaid payments he receives help subsidize 
free indigent care to others who come under no government pro¬ 
gram. He lost $36,000 in 1968 on his private patient accounts. Is this 
the kind of man the bureaucrats now propose subjecting to a “wage 
freeze”?

A FISH FOR ALL ANGLERS 

Whafs the first fish you ev¬ 
er caught? Chances are it was 
a member of the sunfish fam¬ 
ily, .for no matter where you 
I live, sunfish are found nearby, 
j This abund^ce, and the 
fact that fishing for them re¬ 
quires only simple skills and 
tackle, accounts for sunfish 
holding the place of honor as 
the “beginning” fish tor many 
anglers. 

* According to information 
from the fishing experts at 
Mercury outboards, 25 spccic.s 
of this prolific family , arc 
found in North America. They - 
fall into three major groups;' 
the black bns.ses, true sunfish 
and crappSe.s. True sunlLsh are 
known to anglers as pumpkin- 
sced.s, bluegills, 1 o n g e a r s , 
green .sunfish and bream, and 
kids everj’whcre call them 
perch, definitely a misnomer. | 

Spring is spawning season 
for sunllsh, and anglers pursue 
them in lakes and rivers ev¬ 
erywhere. In clear, gravel-bot¬ 
tom streams, spawning beds 
are seen as round depressions 
in shallow water. Here the 
male sunfish remains until the 
eggs have hatched. 

Fishing for these pugnacious 
characters is good during 
spring, and taking the more 
prolific species from the nest 
has no bad effect upon their 
population. Recognizing this, 
fishery departments in many 
states permit year around ang¬ 
ling for many members of the 
sunfish family. 

Successful angling mfithods 
include live bait, flies and 
small spinning lures. A favor¬ 
ite southern method is to use 
crickets and cane poles. 

The gang at Mercury suggest' 
an adaptatinn of this is to use 
a molded soft plastic cricket 
and a fly rod. From your boat, ' 
cast the imitation to the 
shore, letting it sink until it 
hits hottom. If no strike oc-1 
CUTS, retrieve and cast again. ' 
When you get a .strike, continue 
fi.shing in that spot as the 
chances are good you've locat¬ 
ed a eolony of nesting sunfish.

Rainy Day Chores 

Spring weather is definitely here. 
You can feel it in the air. And as 
every good gwdener knows, there’s 
plenty to do in the yard. 

■- But are you

Take a quick inventory of your 
gear. Usually, all that’s needed is a 
little housekeeping—cleaning, 
sharpening, oiling and maybe 

E aiming. Perhaps you’ll want to 
uy a few new tools and replenish 
your supply of grass seed, fertiliz¬ 
ers and insecticides. 

Sharp tools make garden chorea 
easier to do and quicker to finish. 
Files are best to sharpen large, 
heavy tools like shovels, but I find 
spades and hoes are most easily 
snarpened on a carborundum wheel. 
Use a whetstone to sharpen a sickle 
and an oilstone to sharpen pruning 
shears. Saws are best sharpened by 
professionals. 

Wipe newly cleaned and sharp¬ 
ened tools with an oily rag to pro¬ 
tect surfaces from dirt and rust. It 
helps keep the edges sharp, too. 

Sprayers need extra attention 
because of their many moving 
parts. First,look for rust, especially 
Inside the spray tank. Little par¬ 
ticles of rust can get into the spray 
mixture and clog the nozzle, so i 
you find any rust, sand it smooth. 
Next, check your sprayer hoses. 
If any wear or deterioration is 
noted, better replace them. Most 
garden shops will carry them. 

Before using the spraj’er, wash it 
thoroughly wth a household de¬ 
tergent. Do this even if you washed 
it before storage. Clean the orifice 
in the nozzle, too. 

Take the nozzle apart and thor¬ 
oughly clean the screen, disc and 
outer opening. A piece of fine wire 
worked^rtirough the hole will re¬ 
move any lodged particles. 

Finally, make sure that the 
pump and other moving parts are 
in good working order. Put a few 
drops of oil on the pump and other 
places where the manufacturer 
suggests. •
